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Job organizer assists 
students in employment

A Hartnell counselor has developed a ‘‘Job Hunting 
Organizer’ designed to help students remember im- 
portant information for filling out job applications and 
helpful tips for interviews. - ' 

Through his years of teaching business classes, Greg 
Brown has found that most of his students really have 
no concept of successful job hunting — which begins 
with an application. 3 

An application is often the first impression the pro- 
spective employer receives. When the applicant can’t 
fill it out correctly, he is automaticaly ruled dut for 
the position. 

A common problem the applicant has is ner- 
vousness. He walks into an office to fill out an applica- 
tion, but because he’s under pressure, can forget such 
important information such as past experience or his 
social security number. 

Brown’s “‘Job Hunting Organizer’ brings all that 
vital information into one small card which can easily 
be carried in a purse or wallet. This card will contain 
important, but hard-to-remember facts, such as 
character references, phone numbers and addresses, 
past employers and types of equipment worked with.

Playoffs cutback

The fate of Hartnell’s Summer 
Theatre program for 1982 will be 
determined at the board..of trustees 
meeting Jan. 19. 

The program is plagued by the same 
budget restrictions that have forced 
limited class offerings this summer. 

Income from state Average Daily 
Attendance funds, which is difficult to 
project, according to Dr. Vic Willits, 
dean of management services, is an 
important consideration in the board’s 
decision. 

Trustee Allan Caldeira asked that Dr. 
Willits provide ‘‘an educated guess”’ 
so the board could estimate the 
potential cost to the district. 

Academic Senate President Barney 
Muldoon urged the board not to make 
“decisions based entirely upon dollars 
and cents. The quality of this program 
has a positive effect on the entire 


institution.”’ 

The 1981 Summer Theatre program 
cost the district $54,970. 

Other items to be discussed at the 
Jan. 19 meeting include the Student 
Profile Report for fall 1981, and an 
outline detailing the functions and 
goals of a proposed ‘’Futures 
Committee.”’ 

The Student Profile, compiled by 
Student Services, includes census data 
of student enrollment by age, major 
and sex, and shows the breakdown 
between day and night students. 


The ad hoc Futures Committee is 
proposed as an advisory committee to 
provide ideas and recommendations 
to the board concerning the future of 
Hartnell. Members from the 
community, faculty, student body and 
other concerned groups would 
participate. 


Board votes to limit athletic spending

Budget cuts by the State of California 
have forced the Hartnell Board of 
Trustees to pass a ruling that makes 
traveling to any playoff site north of 
Sacramento and south of Bakersfield a 
remote possibility at best. - 

Hartnell Athletic Director Bob Kelley 
says that if at least $2000 isn’t raised 
for traveling expenses, teams that 
finish behind first-place but qualify for 
a playoff spot will have to stay home. 

“We simply don’t have the money 
to pay for the kids’ expenses,’’ said 
Kelley, ‘Between food, lodging, and 
the traveling itself, it costs in the area 
of $75 for each kid, each. day, just to 
send a team to a playoff site.”’ 

Kelley also said that if the host cities 
of these playoffs would help out with 
the expenses, Hartnell would not be in 
the condition it is in. 

“The town of Salinas has cooperated 
with us as far as that’s concerned,” 
said Kelley, ‘‘We’ve been able to get 


reduced hotel rates for teams that 
come here and some restaurants have 
given these teams discounts on meals. 

“But you try to get help from cities 
like San Jose and it’s next to impossi- 
ble. We haven't received the financial 
help that other schools have when 
they came here.”’ 

Kelly said in the past, the state gave 
the school money it had in reserve to 
pay for traveling expenses. But these 
expenses have risen drastically and 
schools have been eating up these 
reserves. 

The state had no-other choice than 
to take money out of school funds 
because of the state of California’s 
economic situation. ; 

The baseball and swim teams were 
to be more affected by the rule due to 
the fact that state playoff sites in these 
sports exceeded boundaries establish- 
ed by the California Community and 
Junior College Association last year. 

State playoffs for swimming were to 


be held in Cerritos while the baseball 
playoffs were scheduled to be held at 
the College of the Desert. Both of 
these sites exceeded the established 
zone. 

There was a possibility of the golf 
team being affected by the rule also. 
But that team’s schedule had not been 
finalized at the time of this writing. 

Though the ruling only affects the re- 
mainder of this year, Kelley said there 
is a good chance the same rule could 
be approved for next year. He also 
said there is a possibility of elimination 
of all playoffs for 1982-83. 

“Next year, all playoffs will probably 
be in the established zone,’’ said 
Kelley, ‘‘But if something isn’t done 
about our financial situation, it could 
get worse and we might not see any 
playoffs next year.” 

As stated earlier, there is a chance 
that Hartnell will be able to send its 
qualifiers to the state playoffs. 

Kelley has organized the school’s 


coaches and fund-raising should raise 
the necessary money. 

The possibility of a public barbeque 
was tentatively scheduled for March; 
but no definite date has been set. 

Other fund-raising proposals have 
been brought to Kelley. But Kelley says 
he’ll have to foresee big profits in the 
proposals before he begins to make 
any plans on them. 

‘| want to make six to eight (hun- 
dred dollars) on the barbeque,’’ says 
Kelley, ‘‘There was talk of a dance to 
raise money; but I’m not sure of the 
money-making possibilities of it. 

“It's pointless to waste time on 
things like car washes and bake sales 
because they’re not going to scratch 
the surface of what we need and we 
don’t have a whole lot of time. If we 
can’t make $500 to $1000 on each 
project, it’s not worth doing.” 

Every team will. help in the fund- 
raising. That includes football and 
volleyball team members who have 
already completed their seasons.

- To fee or not to fee — is that the 
question?

There has been much talk about 
whether community colleges should 
charge their students fees to attend 
school. It is a well known fact that 
California is in financial trouble due to 
a combination of a sagging economy 
and a shrinking state budget. 

This leaves community colleges in 
trouble financially and legislators see 
no other way out but to ask students to 
share part of the burden. 

By the end of the 1982-83 California 
legislative session, students will be 
paying some sort of fee, or tuition if 
you would like to call it by another 
name. The fee is speculated to range 
somewhere between $50 and $100. 

Supporters of these fees say it is 
about time community college

already know about the ‘demanding 
pre-season schedule’ that the team 
has suffered through. 

The truth is that Hartnell didn’t 
exactly set the world on fire while 
facing 16 division | Opponents in the 
pre-season. 

In fact, only two victories emerged 
from the team’s first nine games. But 
the Panthers came on strong in the tail 
end of their pre-season schedule, 
winning four of their last six contests 
and closing out with a 6-8 record 
leading into Coast Conference play. 


But coach Jim Forkum says that his 
team is playing better every game and 
that it will be a tight race for the 
conference championship. According 
to Forkum, Skyline (ranked first in 
Division II) is the team to beat. 


But for now, Hartnell will 
concentrate on Monterey Peninsula 
college, which the Panthers will take 
on tomorrow night in the Hartnell 

m. 

The Lobos are led by 6-7 forward 
Nate Hatten. 

Hatten, a 1981 graduate of North 
Monterey County High, has teamed 
with Alex Mason to give Monterey a 
strong 1-2 punch in the front line. 

Guard Larry Walker has also been a 
bright spot for the Lobos. 

But the team’s overall record at the 
time of this writing puts them in the 
same boat as the Panthers. 


MPC closed its pre-season with a 5-9 
mark, one game behind Hartnell’s 6-8. 
MPC’s pre-season schedule, however, 
was not of the same caliber as 
Hartnell’s. In Forkum’s opinion, this 
will give the Panthers’ ah ‘edge ‘dver 
their conference competition in the 
long run. 

“The fact that we played some 
tough teams early on will give us an 
advantage when we play a good team 
like Skyline,”’ said Forkum. ‘‘We won't 
see any better teams in the conference 
than we saw in the pre-season.” 

Hartnell lost its conference opener 
to Menlo, 72-65, over two weeks ago

in a contest Forkum thinks his team 
could have won. 

“We played thirty minutes of good 
basketball,’ said Forkum. ‘‘But we 
had a crucial defensive letdown in the 
second half and we couldn’t get back 
on track.’ 

If the Panthers are to make any 
waves during conference play, they 
will have to work on ‘‘mental 
toughness’’ according to Forkum, 
something they have lacked early in 
the season. 

“We're playing more consistently 
now,” says Forkum. ‘‘But we still 
commit too many mental errors. 

“Turnovers have killed us. But we’re 
coming along as well as can be 
expected.’ 

There was a lot of confusion during 
the pre-season. Players quit the team 
and there was no evidence of a set 
lineup leading into conference play. 

John Satre, who started at center 
early on, moved to Los Angeles and 
talented Charles Coleman was 
dropped from the team for disciplinary 
reasons. 

Guard Tommy Mays and forward 
Eric Greene were the only players to 
start games on a regular basis. Forkum 
would like to have a “starting five’ 
that he could rely on. But to this point, 
he has not found a combination that 
works with any consistency. 


“Right now, all | can dois play 
everybody and see what works,’’ said 
Forkum. ‘You would like to see five 
guys who stand out, but we don’t.” 


Rich Myers has been inconsistent at 
center thus far, according to-Forkum. 


.But a lack of team height leayes him. 
with ‘little options to go-with in- the 


front line. 


Greene has averaged over twelve 
points-per-game to lead the team in 
scoring at one forward position. Mike 
Hale, second to Greene in scoring 
with an average of 10.6 points-per- 
game, was an offensive spark early in 
the season. But his playing time has 
been limited for some reason and his

point production has gone down 
because of his lack of minutes. 

Another potential point producer, 
David Perez, has not had much of a 
chance to show his talents. 

Based off their performance in the 
pre-season, the Panthers were not 
ranked in the top five in the 
conference by the Junior College 
Athletic Bureau. But Forkum thinks 
this will add some incentive to a team 
which he says is high on spirit and 
confidence. 


Though Forkum says that there are 
no glaring weaknesses on the team, he 
admits ,that intangibles suc¢h...as 
‘tufnevers atdeoveralbluck’ have riot 
been on Hartnell’s side. 

Even if Hartnell should overcome 
these shortcomings, its playoff 
chances would be remote at best. 

A ruling at a recent trustee meeting 
was made that declared Hartnell 
ineligible for any Shaughnessy 
Playoffs, unless the team finished in 
first-place. This ruling was to apply to 
all teams competing this Spring. 


2-14 women gear up for MPC 
with 70-11 stomp of Gavilan

As coaches are inclined to do, 
Hartnell women’s basketball coach 
Ellie Spier is looking at tomorrow 
night’s game against Monterey 
Peninsula College without much 
conviction. 

“It could be a barn-burner or it 
could be a blowout,”’ Spier said while 
watching her team practice. ‘‘It 
depends on which team wants it 
more. 

““My team is more disciplined,’’ she 
added. ‘‘They (MPC) tend to be more 
aggressive. Lack of consistency has 
been our biggest problem. If we can 
get four consistent shooters, we can 


beat any team in the league.” 


These comments, mind you, came 
after the Panthers executed their 
biggest blowout of the year — and 
probably ever — a 70-11 humiliation 
of the Gavilan Rams Jan. 9. 

Hartnell forced 41 Gavilan turnovers 
— “the worst I’ve ever seen,” Spier 
said — in that game, but Spier still 
couldn't get very extited about the 
Massive point spread. Gavilan, she 
noted, just doesn’t have a well- 
developed athletic program, mostly 
for financial reasons. But Spier also 
noted that “‘A couple of their kids 
could play in my starting line.” 

Denna Patton, who singlehandedly 
created four of the 41 turnovers and 


had a hand in six more, had a different 
reaction. 

“It was a relief, after going 1-14,” 
the sophomore guard said. “It’s a 
good sign...we’re ready for league. 

“| was really hyped,’’ she said of her’ 
defensive performance. “‘! told myself 
| was gonna play as hard as | could, 
and | remembered that Gavilan wasn’t 
that good last year, so | figured it’d be 
a good chance to ‘K some A’.”” 

Not counting Friday night’s game at 
Cabrillo, the Panthers are 1-0 in Coast 
Conference play, but 2-14 overall. 

“I expected a better record,” Spier 
said. ‘‘We lost some | felt we 
should’ve won, but then we’ve turned 
around and done well when | thought 
we'd get blown out.’’ 

As for tomorrow night's foe, the 
Lobos have lost twice in conference 
games, to Cuesta and Ohlone. Spier 
forsees Cuesta as the odds-on favorite 
to take the Coast Conference title, 
with a four-way battle among Hartnell, 
Cabrillo, Ohlone and MPC for second 
place. 

“I've seen Cuesta twice,’’ she said. 
“They can be had. It’s just a matter of 
finding their weak points — and they 
don’t have a lot of them.” 

Linda Conley was named player of 
the week for her performance against 
Gavilan. The freshman forward had 14 
points and seven rebounds while 
hitting five-of-six from the floor.
